ſhould I have thought a relation of the ſufferings of an 
individual of ſufficient import to occupy the public time, 
unleſs (as in the preſent caſe) the detail of thoſe ſufferings 
led not only to the expoſition of the characters which occa- 
ſioned them, but to a knowledge of the unprincipled auda- 


city of the natives of India, when under the patronage f 


men in power, and tend to guard all perſons who may 
hereafter hold high and reſponſible ſituations under the 
honourable company, againſt the wily wickedneſs of du- 
baſhes, who have heretofore had too conſiderable an in- 
fluence over men in ſtation at this preſidene.

To have traced ſo complicated and ſubtle a conſpiracy 


to its ſource, at a diſtance of two years and an half after its 
_ purpoſes had been effected, ſhewed an almoſt providential 


interpoſition in my favour ; ſtill more fo, as the inſtruments 
thereof were natives of low and obſcure ſituations, without 
any reſidence in Madras, and one of them ſkreened by a 
variety of names uſed for the purpoſe of eluding diſcovery. 
To give the reader an adequate idea of the plot; 1 ſhall 
Nate the following explanatory circumſtances; | | 


IT has for many years been uſual to grant to ſome 5 


principal native the monopoly of beetle and tobaceo (articles 
of neceſſary conſumption to the natives of all deſcriptions} on 


paying a certain rent to the government of Fort St. George. 


'T he cowle, or leaſe, by the wording thereof gave in this 
inſtance this excluſive privilege to 2 diſtance ten miles 
from Madras, but by cuſtom it had not been pil 
beyond four or fiye miles from the preſidency, except in the 
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direction which leads to the great mount about nine miſes 


from Madras, and the fixed ſituation of the principal artil-

happened, however, that in June 1789, when Mr.

Soon after the receipt of your letter, we called 
the. beetle renter before us, and deſired him to explain 
the particular points in which he wiſhed for redreſs ; for to 
that time he had never. made it known to us that he met 
with any obſtacles in carrying on the management of his 
farm, as ſtated in his petition to your honourable board. 
We muſt, therefore, ſubmit to you the irregularity of ſuch 
a proceeding in him, in not applying to us in the firſt in- 
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on his petition. LS ; 

Ihe cowle for the excluſive fale of beetle and tobacco, 
which authorizes the renter to ſel] theſe articles in all 
places as far oiſtant as ten miles round Madras, was drawn 
out exactly in the ſame form with that granted to the 
former renter in the government of Lord Miarariney. It 
is, however, admitted as a fact, that this renter, whoſe 
leaſe expired in '1787, never extended the fale of thofe 
articles to the diſtance mentioned in the cowle, but con- 
' fined it to the ſame limits which have been eſtabliſhed as 
we. underſtand for a period of thirty-two years paſt—(that 
is) to within four or five miles of Madras, excepting on 


alſo acknowledged to us, that he had not availed himſelf 
hitherto of the letter of his cowle, and that his reaſon for 
doing ſo now was in conſequence of the increaſe of his 
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© rent; which reaſon, however, might have been equally 


&-adJuce by the former renter, whoſe rent alſo increaſed 
© yearly. From this it may fairly be preſumed, that what- 
« ever right he now aſſerts to poſſeſs in virtue of his cowle,

 -his preſent claim for the extenſion of the limits is an 
innovation, not warranted by any former practice of 
his own, or any former renter, and is on that ground, 
perhaps, inadmiſſible. . As a proof. of the bad conſe- 
quences it is likely to be attended with, we have only to 
refer your honour to the encloſed petition from the inhabi- 
tants of Tome villages, ſituated within the preſent extended 
limits, who came to us in a body, and with one voice 
' repreſented that they were in a ſtate of extreme poverty; _ 
that they had a number of Parriar dependents, whom 
they are obliged to ſupport. for the purpoſe of cultivation 
and that if the beetle renter's cowle was to extend to 
their places of reſidence; the price of that neceſſary article 
of life would be found to be triple what it now coſts them ; 
and that in ſuch caſe they could neither maintain them- 
ſelves, nor their cultivators __ - 7 5 
The renter, on the other hand, pleads the right which 
his cowle gives him, and has informed us, that by ex- 
lending his limits beyond what has been uſual, he expected 
to increaſe his receipts to 5090 pagodas yearly. This we 
have reaſon to think is conſiderably over-rated ; but con- 
vinced as we are that the innovation (for in no other 
light can we conſider it) is injurious, and in a great 
degree oppreſſive to the inhabitants refiding without the 
ancient limits, we do not heſitate to ſubmit to your 
honour the propriety of confining the. renter to the ſale 
of his beetle, as has been practiſed hitherto ; and if your 
honour ſhould, after due conſideration of the above cir- 
cumſtances, think him entitled *» ſuch a remiffion of 
rent on that account, it is our opinion that it would be 
better to allow it to him, than to continue the <auſe of 
complaint. : |

That I have diſcharged with fidelity and'diligence the 
c ſeveral truſts repoſed in me during a ſervice of near 20 
t years, is amply teſtified by your records at Fort St. 
George. I obtained the appointment of Perſian tranſlator 
< in 1778, after a laborious {tudy of the language for ſome 
t years; which eg and the information I had 
acquired reſpecting the cuſtoms of the country, and 
management of the revenues, induced your late governor 
Lord Macartney, in 1782, to ſelect me to be one of the 
committee for managing the aſſigned revenue of the 
Carnatic; and my ſervices in that ſtation recommended 
me to Sir Archibald Campbell, for appointing me, in 
1786, a member of the board of revenue, conſtituted by 
your orders at the preſidency. The meaſures of this 
board, as well as thoſe of the committee of aſſigned re- 
venue, obtained not only the approbation of their imme - 
diate ſuperiors, but alſo that of your honourable court. 
During thoſe periods, until very lately, that the majority = 
of the board of revenue diſagreed in opinion on ſeveral —_ 
occaſions with the preſent honourable governor, and his | 
brother Mr. Edward Hollond, while acting preſidents at 
that board, I never differed in ſentiment with the ſeveral 
other members who compoſed it, being convinced that 
your affairs never went on ſo proſperoully as when unani- 
mity prevailed amongſt the ſervants you employed. In ' | 
proof that ſuch has heen my conduct, I beg leave to refer 
to the proceedings; and I mention it with ſatisfaction, 
that ſcarce one inſtance can be found of importance 
wherein I have ſtood ſingle in opinion. 
© It were needleſs for me to particularize here the tranſ- 
actions which gave cauſe to my removal from the board 
of revenue in September laſt, ſince they will appear at 
full length before your honours in the proceedings ſent to 
u: but as it is incumbent upon me, and it may be ex- 
pected I ſhould fay ſomething by the preſent diſpatch, in 
regard to what has been Jaid to my charge by the people 
who complained againſt me, and which I am to conjec-

Government was pleaſed to furniſh me with a 
copy thereof; and, on peruſing it, I lodged the neceſſary 
informations before one of the juſtices of the peace, charg- 
ing Avadaunum Paupiah Bramin, Mr. John Hollond's and 
Mz . Edward John Hollond's dubaſh, his brother Avadau- 
num Ramah Saumy Bramin, Sunkaraporam Vincatachillah 
Chitty, and Appeyingar Bramin, with a conſpiracy againſt 

me, whereby Tom removed, in September 1789, from the 
ſtations of member of the board of revenue; and Perſian 
tranſlator, which I then held under the government of Fort 
St. George, f et:

Extras of a:Gineral Letter from England, dated 28 
i e ,s c : 


FE have conſidered the proceedings of the late 
- WY government, in conſequence of the beetle and 
tobacco renter having extended his former limits for the 
excluſive vend of thoſe commodities, and which led to the 
removal of Mr. David Haliburton from the offices held by 
him at your preſidency. It cannot perhaps be diſputed, 
that, by the literal terms of the cowle granted to the renter, 
he was intitled to the extenſion he claimed; but we are left 
to conjecture why, after the preſent and former renters had, 
for the ſpace of thirty years and upwards, continued to act 
under a ſimilar cowle, without ever having exerciſed the 
power of extending their limits beyond the former uſual 
(bounds, the preſent renter ſhould at once venture to extend 
theſe. bounds, without any previous application, either to 
the governor and council or to the board of revenue; and, 
on meeting with eppoſition from the inhabitants, imme- 
diately procure from the late government an order from the 
board of revenue to afford him ſuch redreſs as he might be 
entitled to by his cowle, without directing any previous 
enquiry to be made, how it happened, that, for the ſpace 
of ſo many years, ſuch an extenſion had neither been ex- 
erciſed nor claimed, notwithſtanding every ſucceſſive cowle 
had been made out in the ſame manner. We direct, there- 
fore, that you will call Suntar Chinna Kiſtnama Chitty, 
the preſent renter, before you, and enquire of him, in the 
moſt ſolemn manner, whether, before he ventured to ex- 
tend the former limits, he received the direct or implied 
ſanction of any member of the then government for that 


| purpoſe, or any promiſe of ſupport z and whether he, either 


directly or indirectly, paid, or promiſed to pay, any ſum of 
money, and to what amount, and to whom, for ſuch ſupport 
and ſanction, For when we conſider, that upon the 
reference which was made . revenue board on the 

occaſion, they reported to the late government, that if 
© the renter's cowle was to be extended to certain 1 |

the price of thoſe neceſſary articles of life would be found 

to be triple the price they now coſt, to the great diſtreſs of 
the inhabitants; and that it might be fairly preſumed, 
that, whatever, right the renter now aſſerts he poſſeſſes 
by virtue of his cowle, the extenſion of his limits would 
be an innovation not warranted by any practice of his 
own, or that of any former renter, and was on that ground 
perhaps inadmiſſible. That at any rate, convinced as the 
were that the innovation (for in no other light could 
they conſider it) was injurious, and in a great degree 
oppreflive, to the inhabitants of the places reſiding with- 
out the ancient limits, they did not heſitate to ſubmit to 
Mr. John Hollond in council the propriety of confinin 
the renter to the ſale of his beetle, as had been practiſed 
hitherto; and that if, after due conſideration of the above 
circumſtances, the renter ſhould be thought entitled to a 
remiſſion on that account, it was their opinion that it 
would be better to allow it to him, than to continue the 
cauſe of complaint.” When we conſidefthat all theſe 
very ſerious repreſentations of the board of Tevenue to the 
late government only produced from them, and that 
inſtantly, a poſitive order, That the beetle and tobacco 
© renter be acquainted, that he is to be permitted to ſell 
8 thoſe articles according to the diſtance or limits expreſſed 
in the cowle,” we are ſtrongly inclined to believe, that 
the renter had previouſly arranged the buſineſs in his own 
favour by communications which do not appear upon the 
face of your records; and the more eſpecially when we 
find, by his own aſſertion, that by thus extending his 
limits beyond what had been uſual, he expected to encreaſe 
his receipts 5,000 pagodas per annum. „ 
We ſhall now ſpeak of the proceedings of the late go- 
vernment (of which the Meſſrs. Hollond compoſed the ma- 
jority) in conſequence of feveral of the inhabitants of the 
village of Voillapy having oppoſed the before-mentioned 
order, in ſupport of the cowle granted to the beetle and 
tobacco renter, by pulling down the choukeys erected there, 
and beating the ſeapoys ſent to preſerve order, and which 
proceedings were the more immediate cauſe of the removal 
of Mr. Haliburton from the offices he held at the preſidency, 
on a charge of encouraging thefe people in their reſiſtance 
to the before-mentioned order of government. This 
charge, we perceive, is 2 20 ſupported by the _— 
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of two men, named Cundapah and Saumy, in à petition to 
Mr. Hollond and his council, in which are the following 
words: Mr. Haliburton told them that the preſent order 
© for extending the limits of the mettows or choukeys as far 
as ten miles has been given only by the governor, againſt 
© the pleaſure of his committee, and if your petitioners can 
'© pulldown the choukeys or hutts now extended, and commit 
© ſuch diſturbances, ſo as the complaint may be brought to 
the committee, he promiſed to exert the utmoſt. of his 
© power for removing the choukeys. Your petitioners, rely- 
© ing on his promiſe, pulled down the mettows or choukeys.* 
— This petition was preſented to the board on the 15th 
September 1789 ; on the 18th both theſe men attended the 
council; and the original petition, in the Malabar language, 
© ſigned by them, being read to them 1 Shumagaroy, ſworn 
© interpreter to the juſtices, they take their oaths, according

A ſew days after the oath, had been adminiſtered to 
Cundapah, in the conſultation room, of the r8th- September, 
Paupiah ſeat: for him, and pointed out a Bramin, whom 
Cundapah did not know; and told him, that he, with the 
Bramin, and en . een go to Suncoo Chinna 
Kiſtnamah's houſes and bring 500 pagodas, which would 
be paid him; they went, and found Vincatachillah Chitty 
fitting with Chinna Kiſtnamah, and a parcel (which, to the 
beſt of Cundapah's recollection, was the identical one we 
ſhowed him, and which we received on application from 
your civil ſecretary!) was delivered to Appeyingar, who was 
told it contained 500 pagodas. This they carried to Pau- 
piah's houſe, who inſtructed Cundapah to the following 
effect, namely, Fo return to Ineveram: Saumy's houſe, 
and that he would ſend the 500. pagodas by the Bramin, 
< who would pay them into his (Cundapah's) hands; that 
© he was to keep two or three witneſſes to what the Bramin 
< might ſay, and make it known to the neighbours; that 
© he was to lay hold of the Bramin, and bring him to the 
« governor's garden. HUE ED 5 8 
Cundapah' declares, that he remonſtrated with Paupiah 
againſt being concerned in ſuch a plot; but he was ſilenced 
by being told, that unleſs he executed the buſineſs it would 
bear hard with his life. Upon this Cundapah went to the 
abode of Inaveram Saumy, where, ſoon afterwards, the Bra- 
min arrived, and faid to him, Venaigum Moodeley has bid 
© me to go to you, and to tell you this: there are 5oopagodas 
in this parcel, which you will take, and declare what 
© Paupiah has told you to ſay againft Mr. Haliburton, 
© otherwiſe you had better quit the place, and run away; 
© if you will do one of the above two buſineſſes Mr. Hali- 
© burton will give you a thouſand: pagodas more. 
In conformity to Paupiah's orders, Cundapah received 
the parcel, ſeiaed the Bramin, and, accompanied by 
Inaveram Saumy, went to the governor's garden about 
midnight—Paupiah was angry at their not having come 
ſooner—he then carried them up ſtairs to Mr. John 
Hollond, and having brought paper, pen, and ink, Paupiah 
ordered Saumy to write while he dictated: Cundapah 
aſterwards ſigned, and Saumy witneſſed it. This being

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done, they e, of the governor's body guard, 
where Paypiab furniſhed them with a carpet, and told them 
not to fear ; there ww remained the whole of the follow- 
ing day and night, and the day after they were brought to 
the conſultation room, where they were aſked what paſſed, 
and the mint and water oath was adminiſtered; all the time 
they remained in the conſultation room Cundapah de- 
clares he was under conſtant apprehenſions of  Paupiah, 
and was ſo confuſed as hardly to know what he ſaid or did. 
This, honourable fir, is the ſubſtance of Cundapah's evi- 
dence, depoſeꝗ to at the Triplicane Pagada; and we ſhall now 
recite the ſubſtance of the moſt material parts of Inaveram 
Saumy's ; which, added to the teſtimony of Appajee Row, 
fully expoſes the whole: plot, and eftabliſhes, by a chain of 
the Spc omar; circumſtantial, and collateral evidence, the 
2 which led to and effected the removal of Mr. Hali- 
It appears by the declaration of Saumy, that he alſo 
was oppreſſed by Poonapah Moodely, renter of Saint 
Magans; and complained to Paupiah, dubaſh to Mr. John 
Hollond, of it, who promiſed! to interpoſe in his behalf. 


Saumy alſo corroborates the teſtimony of \Cundapah, 
that about this time the buſineſs of the new Wara Chuttum 


was under diſcuſſion; and that the Natawar of Conjeve- 
ram, and other inhabitants, had been with Paupiah on the 
occaſion. He alſo ſtares the extenſion of the beetle 
farmer's limits, the deſtruction of his chowkeys, and the

him; and heard when he ſpoke to him. On Saumy's refuſal 


to. do this, Paupiah was much enraged, threatened-to re- 
commend to Poonapah Moodely to deprive him of his 


inheritance, abuſed him groſsly, and attempted to beat him. 


Saumy adds, that Ramaſaumy, Appeyingar Safachella

Chitty, Chinna Kiſtnamah mags > and Vincatachillah 
Chitty, who were near Paupiah, uſed way Ame e 
induce him to ſign as a witneſs ; that Mr. Haliburton then 
came down, and was followed by Cundapah to the gate- 
way of the fort ſquare, who then returned, and defired 
Saumy to ſign it as a witneſs, according to Paupiah's 
direction; that Paupiah afterwards led him by the hand to 
the council-room, where the uſual oath was adminiſtered, 
but he declared he did not drink the water. 
With reſpect to the attempts ſaid to have been made to 
induce him and Cundapah to retract their former declara- 
tions, Saumy atteſts as follows hat ſome days after he 
had attended the council, and when at Paupiah's houſe, 
where Ramaſaumy Appeyingar Saſachella Chitty and 
Vincatachillah Chitty were preſent, Paupiah called him, 
and, in a loud tone of voice, told him, © Saumy Moodely, 
© ſend one of your caſt men, who may be great friend,

The declarations of Cundapah and Saumy will be found 


in ſome parts to differ; but they are immaterial, and may 
have ariſen from the want of recollection of them after 


ſuch a lapſe of time: both however agree as to the manner 
practiſed to make them come forward as the accuſers of 
Mr. Haliburton, and alſo in the circumſtances of the plot 
intending to eſtabliſn the charge of ſuborning the perſons 
who gave evidenee to retract their declarations, _ | 

We now deemed it expedient to examine Appeyingar 
and Vincatachillah Chitty, who appear to have -taken ſo 
active a ſhare in the machinations formed againſt Mr. 


Haliburton. We accordingly made application to the 
board of revenue for Appeyingar; and inſtructions were 


ſent to Mr. Walter Balfour for ſending him hither. 

In what manner to obtain the information of Vincata-

reſting his ſecurity on a pretended ignorance of the matters 


in queſtion, we could obtain no information from him, 
other than a poſitive and general denial of any circum- 
ſtances relating to Mr. Haliburton. Of a ſimilar tendency 
was alſo the teſtimony of Appeyingar ; and we are con-

After returning from the fort they were 
directed to come to Vincatachillah Chitty, at Mr. Floyer's 
garden. Appajee Row then proceeds to ſtate what paſſed 
in the fort, and afterwards with Vincatachillah Chitty, at 
the gardens before mentioned, where they were detained 
till gun-fice that night, there diſpoſſeſſed of their rings, 
* &c. and diſpatched, under charge of two more, to 
olatoor, diſtant about four coſs, with two pagodas each,

© and-myſelf, we have prepared the complaint. If you will 
not undertake it, I will accompliſh it by the means of 
< ſome other -perſon. You are going to loſe what you 
< ought to have acquired, and to be undeſerving my favour. 
If you will acept this buſineſs, I will take care to preſerve 
you from trouble.“ Appajee Row ſtill perſevering in 
ſhewing a reluctance, Paupiah, it ſeems, flew into a violent 
paſſion, and exclaimed, What, do you refuſe to perform 
what I day?

An oath was ad- 
miniſtered to Apajee Row, although he declares he did 
not ſwallow the holy water put into his hands. When he 
came out of the room, Paupiah accompanied him, and ex- 
expreſſed great ſatisfaction at his behaviour; he then re- 
turned to the room again, and ſome time aſterwards the 
council broke up, but Paupiah and the governor continued 
ſpeaking together. On the 22d September 178, at night, 
Appeyingar brought Apajee Row forty pagodas, and in a 

very earneſt manner deſired him to leave Madras. Apajee 
Row took the money, and went to the ſouthward, from 
whence he did not return till March 1792, when he was in« 
formed by V incatachillah Chitty, that a committee, mean- 
ing the preſent committee, was fitting, to inveſtigate the 
former proceedings againſt Mr. Haliburton ; and that he 
(Vincatachillah Chitty) would be ruined if he remained at 
Madras, and that he muſt therefore leave it that minute. 
Vincatachillah Chitty procured a letter of recommendation 
from Mr. Moubray's dubaſh, Saumy Naido, to Moongia- 
pah, Mr. Floyer's dubaſh, at Chillumbrumy under the new 
name of Ramchunder Row: after this he gave Apaſjee 
Row a pagoda for his expences, with directions to go to 

Cyddalore, where he remained an expectant of Moongiapah 
Moodelly. In this place it may not be unworthy of K

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mark, that Appajee Roy, for different purpoſes, aſſumed

While, however, they were ex- 
poſtulating together, the revenue peons came up; when . 
incatachillah Chitty's peon ran away, and Appajee Row 
proceeded to Madras, under charge 470 the revenue peon.

communicated to Mr. Haliburton your acquieſcence in his 
requeſt, he ſhortly after informed us, that on peruſal. of the 
papers in queſtion, he did not find occaſion to put

If, honourable fir, any thing were yet wanting to efta-

preſent at all the examinations taken in the conſultation 


room, and the impulſe of whoſe feelings at thoſe proceed- 
ings was with much difficulty reſtrained.”

We have led your honourable board through a long | 


detail of evidence; we have brought to your view the 
riſe, and have traced the progreſs, of the conſpiracy formed 
again Mr. Haliburton ; and we have expoſed a ſcene of ini- 
quity, which may have been equalled, but none, we be- 
lieve, that was ever more completely detected. We have 
ſhewn alſo the cauſes which occaſioned the removal of Mr. 
Haliburton from his ſeat at the board of revenue, and from 
the office of Perſian tranſlator; and a full diſcovery is no 
before you, of the purpoſes for which it was pretended 
attempts had been made to fuborn the perſons who gave

every artifice, however wicked, for the accompliſhment of 
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On the preſent occaſion we have ſeen that leſs has been 
effected through force of money, than by influence and fear; 
which-operating on the weak and pufillanimous minds of 
the lower claſs of natives, is alone ſufficient to make 
them become the paſſive inſtruments in forwarding the 
baſeſt deſigns, as in the caſe of Mr. Haliburton, calculated 
to deprive a gentleman of honourable public ſtation, and 
to fix a ſtigma on his private moral character.

majority of that government, to thwart all the 
meaſures of the board of revenue, and to find fault 
with them on ſeveral occaſions, as the records will 
ſhew ; it was perfectly underſtood by all claſſes of 
natives, 
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natives, that a diſagreement ſubſiſted between go- 5 
vernment and the gentlemen who compoſed the 
board of revenue, but particularly myſelf; and the 
idea was very much encouraged by Avadaunum 

' Paupiah, the dubaſh of Meffieurs John and Edward 
John Hollond, who. took care on all occaſions to 
repreſent his maſter's power, and of courſe his own 
(his influence over his maſters being perfectly no- 
torious) as paramount to any acts that might paſs 
from an inferior board. In February or March one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty- nine, a petition, 
vas ſent to the board of revenue from certain per- 
ſons, amongſt whom was Appeyingar, one of the 
priſoners at the bar, praying that a fixed waroo 
chuttum (a ſtandard for the diviſion of the go- 
vernment and cultivator's ſhares of the various 
crops in the jaghire, and eſtabliſhed by the board 
of revenue, at the recommendation of Mr. Digh- 
ton, the ſuperintendant of the jaghire, in one thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and eighty- ſix) ſhould be abo- 
liſhed, and that another diviſion, more favourable 
to the petitioners, ſhould be ſubſtituted ; but the 
board did not think proper to alter it. In the fol- 
lowing May, one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
eighty-nine, the government wrote a letter to the 
board of revenue, propoſing the expediency of al- 
rering the fixed waroo chuttum, eſtabliſhed in one 
thouſand . ſeven hundred and eighty-ſix. The 
board of revenue on this occaſion alſo were unani- 
mouſly of opinion that it would not be expedient, 
and gave their reaſons at large on their proceeds 
ings, for the juſtice of the ſtandard eſtabliſhed in 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-ſix, which 
had never been complained againſt before. In 
May or June one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
eighty-nine, government informed the board of reve- 
; nue, 
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nue, that hey had Goes pleaſed to extend the limfrs 
of the beetle and tobacco farm to ten miles round 
Madras. About this time a petition was received 
by the board of revenue, from ſeveral hundred in- 
habitants, complaining of the extenſion ordered; in 
_ conſequence of which, ſenſible of the hardſhips hs. 
would be impoſed upon theſe people, they recom- 
_ mended to government to allow the renter a de- 
duction in his rent, to the amount he valued his 
advantages by the extenſion, rather than to xr 
a- meaſure which was conſidered as grievous and 
oppreſſive -to the people: the remonſtrance, how+ 
Ever, of the board of revenue, had no effect, for the 
limits were extended according to their order, and 
choukeys or cuſtom- houſes were erected to the diſ- 
tance of ten miles. Nothing more came before the 
board of revenue on this ſubject, after that time; 
but on the twenty- fifth or twenty - ſixth day of Sep- 
tember, one thouſand ſeven hundred and Fw 
nine, F received the followed letter, Wn” In 
deliver into court.

in that IWer of the twenty- fourth September; for it 
will be found that moſt of the informations had been 
taken on the twenty- ſecond September, previous 
to the, date of this letter. I was informed that 
meetings had been held at the houſe of Paupiah to. 
concert a ſcheme againſt me: at this diſtance of -

Afterwards, I ſent for Poonapah Moodely, 
who was the renter of Saint Magans, and told him 
to favour me with his. aſſiſtance reſpecting the 
choukeys, agreeable to the cowle from govern- 
ment, and I did lend him 300. pagodas upon his 
bond, and I promiſed to aſſiſt him as much as I 
could; who anſwered, that he would endeavour to 
aſſiſt me, but he is afraid that Venaigum, who has 
encouraged the country people to do it, would 
render ſome trouble to him (Poonapah) and re- 
queſted me to aſſiſt him in ſuch caſe, which I pro- 
miſed him to do accordingly. I thought I had 
ſatisfied Poonapah, and ſent for Addee Nat arrain, and 
told him, that I heard he encouraged the country 
people to oppoſe the orders of government; and 
that he was once ordered by the government to go 
out of the ſettlement, and if he acted improperly, 
it would happen to him again.

Your petitioners are unwilling further to urge, 


| becauſe it muſt be painful to your honour, &c. to 


recollect the eruel devaſtation your petitioners 


ſuffered in their cattle, their houſes, and their ſub- 
ſtance of every ſort, during the late mercileſs war. 
Amidft theſe misfortunes 8 was no ſmall conſolation 
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to them to reflect that they lived under a mild foi i

Clerk of the Peace. Relate what you know re- 
ſpecting the charge againſt the priſoners at the bar. 
Witneſs. I am an inhabitant of Colapaukum, 
and have two yoke of bullocks; Poonapah Moode- 
liar, who rented Saint Magans, from whom I 
rented a village called Mopore for ſeven years, 
for three thouſand three hundred and fifty pagodas. 
paid the money as limited for four years; for the 
next year there was no rain, and the company 
ordered that no more ſhould be received than-was 
collected from the lands. At this time the renter 
peons over me, and puſhed for payment. I told nim 
I could not pay him then. He inſiſted, and ſaid he 
would make me pay. I was waiting and expecting 
to complain to Paupiah, the priſoner at the bar; and 
one day I, accompanied with Videnadum of Piſs- 
bakum village, applied to him. Since that 1 
waited on Paupiah. During that time Poonapah 
happened to be there. Paupiah told Poonapah, 
Thar as the company was pleaſed to ſtop the money, 
why ſhould you collect money from Cundapah? If 
you do that, he ſaid, he would inſiſt Poonapah 
ſhould pay the money to the company. Then 
Poonapah, afraid, ſaid nothing, and went away. 
Poonapah was afraid, as Paupiah was dubaſh: to 
Mr. Hollond the governor, and Mr. Hollond 
the younger, who was prefident of the board of 
revenue (this happened about three years and two 
months ago). On the next morning 1 happened 
to go ſee e who told me, Very well, you 
| complain 
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ee to Paupiah, and oblige to os troddle 
for all of us: if you come to the village, then I ſhall 
inſiſt, and flog you by ſhoe, and receive the money. 
Since then I did not think of going to the village, 
ſo I reſided here. At this time, Conjeveram Streen- 
waſah Iyingar, and his ſon-in-law Appeyingar, one 
of the priſoners at the bar, and ſome other inhabi- 
rants of Caraugooly, uſed to come to Paupiah's | 
| houſe, and wait there in order to remove the waroo 
chuttum, and to eſtabliſh the uſual one, the ma- 
mool. For this purpoſe Sunkaraporam Vincata- 
chillah Chitty, one of the priſoners, and Avadaunum 
—— Saumy, another priſoner, and others, uſed 
| to ſpeak, thar as long as Mr. Haliburton is in 
committee, he always endeavoured to eſtabliſh the 
waroo chuttum, lately fixed by Mr. Dighton, 
and he won't let the mamool chuttum be eſtabliſh- 


ed. At the time this converſation happened, the 


beetle and tobacco farm was extended five miles 
more than uſual limits, and the inhabitants of the 
village pulled down and burned the mettoos or 
cuſtom-houſes; this they did two or three times, 
when there were ſent two or three companies of 
: ys, who brought perſons who had not done the 
„ for thoſe who had done it had run away; thoſe 
— confined in the main guard for three or four 
days, when they ſent for me, and told me, they had 
been ſtarving for three or four days, and deſired me 
to apply to Paupiah, and get them leave to go for 
their victuals. I anſwered, I would try, and I went 
that evening to Paupiah's houſe, where l ſaw Appey- 
ingar Ramah Saumy, Streenwaſah Iyingar, and 
others; when Vincatachillah Chitty, Ramah Saumy, . 
and Appeyingar ſaid, that if Brammey (meaning 
Paupiah) would remove Mr. Haliburton from the 


board of WR he could eaſily do that. Then 
8 4 | Paupiah 
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Paviglat ſaid, How x can we remove Mr, Haliburton 


from his ſtation, without any fault on him? but 


if you can bring any fault, we will remove him. 


Vincatachillah. Chitty ſaid, What, do you think fo 


much about that? Send three or four thouſand pa- 
godas to Mr. Haliburton; we ſhall then complain 


. him for having received it. While they 


| were talking of that, I told Paupiah, that the men 


in the main guard were ſtarving, and I wiſhed he 
would let them go to their villages. Upon which 
Paupiah was laughing at the witneſs, and went 
away. The next day Paupiah told me to come to 
the beetle-renter's houſe, Sunka Chinna Kiſtnamah 
Chitty. Then Paupiah, Appeyingar, and Ramah 
Saumy ſet off in their palanquins, and I ſet off after- 
wards, and found them there, with Vincatachillah 
Chitty, and Sunka Chinna Kiſtnamah Chitty, ſpeak- 


ing together. The renter aſked who I was? when 
they told me to ſtay at a diſtance; when I went out 
to the place where the peons and others were 


ſtanding. After this Appeyingar drew ſomething 


on a paper, and alſo two cadjans ; then called this 
witneſs, and ſaid, Here is a petition ready, if you 


give that, the priſoners in the main guard will be 


releaſed-; let them fign it, if not, let them declare 


that the choukeys were pulled down by order of 
Mr. Haliburton. Dire&ly I came to the priſoners 
in the main guard, and related it to them; who 


refuſed to ſign, ſaying, they would die ſooner than 
ſign. I then went to the renter's houſe, and re- 


ported this to them. They, Paupiah, Appeyingar, 
Vincatachillah Chitty, Sunka Chinna Kiſtnamah 
Chitty. and Sheſhachillah Chitty, were then at the 
renter's houſe; and Vincatachillah Chitty ſaid, This 
is the petition which is to releaſe the men in the 


main * and aſked me to ſign it directly. Ap- 
| peyingar 
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peyingar ſaid, What, are you afraid todo this buſkich 

againſt Mr, Haliburton, who has done great injury 
to the pagodas, and the inbabitants? and if I was 
you, I ſhould not mind to pull down the pagodas, 
-and take ſuch oath againſt Mr. Haliburton. Then 


Vincatachillah Chitty told me, What, are you afraid 


to do this trifling buſineſs, I have done many in the 
mayor's court, and have carried on. the buſineſs 
as I wiſhed ; you, being a country man, have no 
courage. What! you refuſe to do this, when Pau- 
piah told you to do it! The nabob or the rajah of 


: Tanjore cannot refuſe, if Paupiah tells them to do 


any thing.—I was afraid, and ſigned. I do not 
know how to read or write, I can only ſign my 
name. I ſigned alſo to two cadjans, and Chinna 
Kiſtnamah gave fix fanams to the witneſs, and de- 
fired him to ſend one of them to Coratore, the 
other to Poroor. Chinna Kiſtnamah Chitty alſo ſent. 
a man with me, to know if I ſent a cadjan or not. I 
accordingly ſent the cadjans; the next day there was 
a conſultation, and the two cadjans were then laid be- 
fore council; when Appeyingar told me that Paupiah 
deſired I would ſtay where they rung the bell. I wag 
carried by the government peons into the council- 8 
room. When I entered, they ſhut the door. Mr. 
John Hollond, Mr. Caſamajor, Mr. Edward John 
Hollond, Mr. White, and Mr, Clerk were ſitting 
there, and Anna Pillay, company's tranſlator, and 
Paupiah. Previous to this, Paupiah, Vincatachillah 
Chitty, and Appeyingar, deſired me to ſend for 
Ayneveram Saumy, to get him to ſign as a wit- 
neſs. All that time Paupiah threatened and fright- 
ened me, that he would hang me, and ſend me to 
Bencoolen, if I did not ger Saumy to ſign the 
paper. Then I deſired Ayneveram Saumy to ſign, 
and he * ſo. Paupiah told e to go 
and 
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and ſhew Mr. Haliburton to me, as he ſhould paſs 
from the committee room to his chariot. Before 
that time Mr. Haliburton had gone away, Pau- 
piah, Appeyingar, and Vincatachillah Chitty told 
me to declare. before the board that Mr, Hali- 
burton ordered the people to pull down the chou- 
keys, and af the complaint be laid before the com- 
mittee, Mr. Haliburton would affiſt. I told before 
the council all that Paupiah had deſired me to de- 
clare. After which the council broke up. Three 
days after the council met again. The day before 
they met, the head hircarrah, Trimaliah, came to 
call me, and faid that Paupiah, Mr. Clerk, and 
Anna Pulla are waiting, and I muſt come ſoon. I 
went to Paupiah's houſe, who told me to go to Anna 
Pulla's houſe, when Mr. Clerk was waiting to ſee. 
me at Triplicane Pagoda. I refuſed to go there, 
ſaying, If I take my oath there, I muſt die inſtantly; 
this is falſe accuſation. Then Anna Pulla, Paupiah, 
Mr. Edward John Hollond were ſpeaking together. 
Then Paupiah came and ſaid, If they call you be- 
fore the council, and require you to take oath, you 
may take the water in your hand, but not ſwallow it. 
I was then called with Saumy into council; and the 
bramin- poured a ſpoonful of water into my hand, 
which I did not ſwallow, but poured on my cloaths. 
For ſeven or eight days nothing was done. After- 
wards Vincatachillah Chitty brought one Appajee 
Row to Paupiah's houſe. Paupiah then told me to 
go with Appeyingar and Appajee Row to Chinna 
Kiſtnamah's houſe, and bring five hundred pagodas. 
Appeyingar then went in, and ſpoke to Chinna 
EKiſtnamah Chitty and Sheſhachilla Chitty, and re- 
ceived five hundred pagodas in a white cloth, and 
brought it in his hand [The cloth. and money produced 
in the court, and ſworn ta by the witneſs]. They then 
brought me, with the five hundred pagodas, to a 
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houſe oppoſite Paupiah's dwelling-houſe, in the 
Black Town, when Appeyingar opened the cloth, 

and reckoned the money. Then Vincatachillah 
Chitty was defired by Appeyingar to go, and ſhew 
Venaigum to Appajee Row. They then went with 
a lanthorn, and ſhewed Venaigum, and returned 
back; this was at eleven at night. At twelve 
o'clock Appajee Row brought this bundle of money 
to me. Paupiah, Appeytngar, and Vincatachillah 
Chitty, told me to declare whatever Appajee Row 
ſhould tell me about this buſineſs. Appajee Ro- 
accordingly told me to ſay, that Venaigum ſent 
this money on behalf of Mr. Haliburton; which 
you will receive, and run away, or declare that Mr, 
Haliburton is ignorant of pulling down the chou- 
keys. At this time, when I was in the. houſe of 
Ayneveram Saumy, I ſeized Appajee Row, who 
brought the money, as I was inſtructed to do; and 

deſired a poor man, who was in the neighbour's - 
houſe, who ſeemed to be a fool, to be witneſs, and 
I carried Appajee Row to the governor's garden. 
Paupiah was then ſtanding near the gate of the 
garden, and called us ſeveral bad names for comin 

ſo late; and took us up ſtairs, where Mr. Hollond 
was lying on the couch in his ſhirt. He directly 
got up, and brought the ſhade and candle. Pau- 
piah brought paper, pen, and ink, and gave it to 
Saumy and Appajee Row to write, and likewiſe told 
me to write. I anſwered I did not know how. Then 
he defired Saumy to write; and after three papers 
were done, they gave me back the money, and or- 
dered Appajee Row, Saumy, and me to the guard, 
near the governor's garden houſe. Then Paupiah 
was going home, when we aſked, What have 
we done, that you ſhould confine us? as we have 
only done as you inſtructed us, why ſhould you 
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confine us? Then Paupiah ſatisfied them, and ſaid 
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You had better remain in the guard only for the 
night, as the council meet to-motrow, and you will 
be releaſed. If you do not do fo, they will not be- 
lieve the charge to be true. Paupiah then gave us 
carpet to ſteep on, and went away. All the next 
day we were in the guard. The third there was a 
council, when we were carried from the guard, and 
IQ was ordered to put the money on the table, and 
aſked, how I came to get it? I ſtated as I was 
inſtructed by Appajee Row. They took informa- 
tions from Appajee Row, Saumy, and me. The 
bramin poured water into my hand, which I did 
not ſwallow, but poured on my clothes, and went 
away. Paupiah and Anna Pulla were there, 
Paupiah was near Mr. Hollond's chair, and made 
ſigns to intimidate me by grinding his teeth, and 

lifting up his eyes.
